> These figures were revealed in reports filed by 
the tax?collectors with the Clerk of Quarter Ses­ 
sions Court, Robert W. Tootell, according to law. 
The reports showed that total taxes collected last 


year for Bucks County, its institution district 
and its 107 boroughs, townships and school dis­ 
tricts came to $24,115,702.

Advocates of a centralized collection system 
under the county treasurer have maintained that 
this would cost, instead of $415,146, only about 
$50,000. 
The reports showed that Frank Fleming of Ben- 
salem Township did better than any of his 53 
contemporaries. Fleming collected $1,688,072 in 
taxes for commissions of $25,429. Out of these, his 
report said, he paid $8,612 in expenses, leaving 
him a net of $16,817. 


For only a partial year, E. William Lindeberg 
of Middletown Township reported that he collect­ 
ed $1,733,393 in taxes, received $2i;023 in commis­ 
sions and spent $7,527 in expenses. What was left 
for him was $13,496. 
Succeeded Deary 
Lindeberg took office June I, 1960, suceeding 
Harold D. Beary, who resigned. Beary, too, filed 
a report on the collection of $59,023 of taxes which 
showed no commissions and no expenses. 
Next year, however, the township supervisors 
have ruled, the Middletown collector must add 
$1,200 a year for rental of office space in the 
township building.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and his top advis­ 
ers today approached the moment 
of decision on whether to send 
Allied troops into Laos to pre­ 
vent a Communist tiAeover of 
that country.

They are pledged 
to protect the integrity of Laos if 


the little kingdom requests help. 


However, here also was a pos­ 
sibility of some action in the 
United Nations, perhaps a request 
for a joint police action such as 
in Korea. Although such a move 
would be subject to Soviet veto 
in the Security Council, it could 
be approved by the General As­ 
sembly.

But the United States and its

munist-backed Pathet Lao rebels 
over run ing Laos despite a British- 
Soviet call for a ceasefire. 


The President cut short a week­ 
end visit to his Middleburg, Va., 
estate to fly back to Washington 
for conferences late Sunday with 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, De­ 
fense Secretary Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara and other officials. 


Confer 90 Minutes 


Rusk, who spent a good part of 
Sunday conferring at the State 
Department, told reporters that 
he 90-mLnue session with Ken 
nedy concerned Laos “and other 
matters.” He refused to elaborate 
The decision — making was be­ 
lieved to break down into two 
parts: 


Strategic—Whether and when to 
involke military intervention by 
the Southeast Asia Treaty Organ­ 
ization SEATO 
nations. 
T h i s 
would involve the risk of Red Chi­ 
nese action and the consequent 
danger of a major war. 


Tactical — The question of how 
much could be achieved by such 
battlefield action and whether it 
would prove any more fruitful 
than further diplomatic maneuver- 
ings.

SEATO powers. They are pledged 
to protect the integrity of Laos if

Prosecutor Norman Heine said 
the state intends to try the case 
on the theory that Dr. Weiner 
was guilty of criminal negligence 
which is “equivalent to involun­ 
tary manslaughter.” 
The indictment does not indicate 
whether the charge is voluntary 
or involuntary manslaughter. 
Heine said he will press for 
an early trial to “dipose of the 
case as quickly as possible” and 
will ask Dr. Weiner’s attorney, 
William Tomar, to surrender the 
physician

er was criminally negligent in the 
manner in which he treated his 
patients.”
